Geometry: In the course of geometry, the student 
learns to weigh ideas for correctness, and he will 
learn to combine them correctly.

These ideas in turn, can be used to produce 
still other ideas until he has built a whole sytem of 
logical thought about geometry.

A student must learn the term- 
inology-the various parts of speech used in 
sentences; noun, pronoun, verb, adjective, ad- 
verb, and the others. He must also learn the 
various parts which may be in a sentence, 
such as, the different types of phrases, and 
clauses, and their relationship to each other. 
After this is accomplished, the student can 
intelligently combine the sentences and de- 
velop them into correct and unified para- 
graphs.
